1 . (Currently Amended) A method for treating a pati e nt s uff e r i ng from or 
suscopt i blo to hypercalcemic crisis associated with malignant tumor i mpa i red 
consciousn e ss, comprising 

administering to a patient a humanized anti-PHTrP antibody capable of inhibiting 
the binding between PTHrP and a receptor thereof ; 

allowing the antibody to inhibit the binding of PTHrP to a receptor thereof; 

decreasing a blood calcium level by at least 1 mg/dL within 24 hours to 
effectively treat the patient; and 

maintaining the at least 1 mg/dL decrease in blood calcium level over at least 24 
hours , wherein said blood calcium level decreases to below 15 mg/dl .

4. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
humanized anti-PTHrP antibody is an antibody fragment capable of inhibiting the 
binding between PTHrP and a receptor thereof.

(Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
humanized antibody is humanized #23 57 137 1 antibody deposited under Accession 
No. FERM BP-5631 .

9. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
hypercalcemic crisis is associated with at least one of coma or cardiac arrest. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1 or 4, wherein the 
antibody is bound to a carrier. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 10, wherein the 
carrier is PEG. 

12. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 4, wherein the 
fragment is chosen from at least one of Fab, scFv, F(ab')2, and Fv. 

1 3. (Currently Amended) A method for treating a pationt suffering from or 
susc e pt i b le to hypercalcemic crisis associated with malignant tumor i mpa i r e d 
consciousn e ss, comprising 

administering to a patient a humanized anti-PHTrP antibody inhibiting the binding 
between PTHrP and a receptor thereof ; 

allowing the antibody to inhibit the binding of PTHrP and a receptor thereof; 

decreasing a blood calcium level to below at le ast 1 5.0 mg/dl to effectively treat 
the patient. 
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14. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 13, wherein the 
patient is administered at least one fragment of the humanized anti-PTHrP antibody. 

15. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 14, wherein the 
fragment is chosen from at least one of Fab, scFv, F(ab')2, and Fv. 

16. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 13, wherein the 
humanized antibody is humanized #23 - 57 - 137 - 1 antibody deposited under Accession 
No. FERMBP-5631 .

19. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 13, wherein the 
hypercalcemic crisis is associated with at least one of coma or cardiac arrest. 

20. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 13 or 14, wherein 
the antibody is bound to a carrier. 

21 (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 20, wherein the 
carrier is PEG.

33. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 2 1, wherein the 
blood calcium level is decreased by at least 2 mg/dL. 
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
